WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Tliere is every 


ndicatioo that a crisis is aiislng in the 
matter of the present flood of Russian 
Hebrew Immigration from Russia. It 
has been the belief of the treasury de- 
partment, as well as of the new bureau 
of 
immigration, that ere long there 


•ould arise complications resulting from 


this sudden influx of people—men and 
women—who are willing to work at al- 


iflst any price. The complaint has come. 


A. formal protest was received Tuesday 
at the treasury department from a labor 
organization in Baltimore 
which 
in- 


cludeg tailors who work for the very 
many readymade clothing houses in that 
«ity. Their union belongs to the Knights 
o£ Labor. In the protest sent to the de- 
partment it is stated that large numbers 
of these Russian immigrants remain in 
Baltimore, and that they work at such 
very low rates that American workmen 
cannot compete with them. As an in- 
stance, one year ago the Baltimore work- 
men were paid t3.7t. a dozen for finish- 
_ng vests. The steady increase of immi- 
grants has made labor so cheap that now 
only fl.45a dozen is paid for the same 
work, a price, it is stated, which makes it 
Impossible for Americans to accept 


l>iilike the Bonding System. 


It is understood that there have also 


been complaints from other organizations 
in Baltimore, but this is the first formal 
protest and tho department feels itself 
compelled to take some notice of the mat- 
ter. 
While the officials decline to make 


any statement, it is known very well that 
deep dissatisfaction exists regarding the 
present bonding system, and the fact that 
the fifty-four immigrants -n ho were de- 
tained in Baltimore have all been bonded 
has further increased the anxiety of the 
department as to what will be the final 
result of the system, especially now that 
the American labor organizations are 
beginning 
to protest. 
The agents of 


Baron Hirsch have admitted in one or two 
towns that Mr. Hirsch never contemplated 
bond ing as many immigrants as he h.id 
already done, a fact that the vast majority 
of the Baltimore immigrants have been 
bonded by a local association of philan- 
thropic Hebrews shows voiy plainly that 
the baron's bonding intentions have a 
limit. 


To Abolish tho Privilege. 


When the present immigration law was 


drawn up by Mr. Owen, the present super- 
intendent of immigration, the bonds were 
distinctly and purposely omitted and it 
was therefore all the more disappointing 
that Attorney Goneial Miller's opinion 
has made possible the very evil which Mr. 
Owen and Senator Chandler desired to 
avoid. It is understood that Mr. Chand- 
ler will, as soon as congress assembles, 
offer an amendment to the present immi- 
gration lav distinctly abolishing 
the 


bonding privilege, <<nd it is very probable 
that Mr. Chandler will submit as his 
strongest argument in 
favor of this 


amendment a statement 
showing the 


number of immigrants who, while dis- 
tinctly prohibited from entering by the 
letter'and spirit of the law itself have yet 
been permitted to remain by the bonding 
um liege. 


FIFTY-SEVEN BODIES. 


Large 
Number of Victims Recovered 


from the Turk Place Iluins. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—Much indigna- 


tion is felt and fieely expressed in this 
city at the tardy and unsuccessful man- 
ner in which the authorities are working 
to exhume the corpses of the unfortunate 
victims of the terrible disaster that oc- 
curred on ifarx place last Saturday. Up 
to S o'clock Wednesday 
morning only 


fifts'-seven bodies had been taken out aud 
although many others are plainly visible 
mixed up with the debris, the men at 
work are powerless to remove them on 
account of the want of proper appliances. 
Many of the bodies are held down by the 
heavy presses which it will be impossible 
to remove 
without the requisite ma- 


chinery. 


Terrible Condition of the Itodle*. 


The bodies that are recovered now are 


simply a sbapleless moss of charred putrk 
flesh, in many instances a moving mass o: 
maggots, that it is impossible to recognize 
them by their features, the identity in 
most instances being made by the clothes 
or some paper or watch or something in 
the pockets. The stench of decaying bodies 
Tuesday night was so horrible that it was 
almost impossible to breathe within the 
flre lines without some counteracting odor 
to inhale. There were 13J longshoremen 
at work all Tuesday night under the coin 
mand of T. E. Crimmins. 
These men be- 


gau their work by bracing up the back 
walla of the ruins which were in an un- 
safe condition. Others began by remov 
ing some of the debris accumulated in tho 
•treet. A large crowd of watchers kept 
constant vigil. 
Some looking for the 


bodies of their friends or relatives, whilf 
others was simply impelled by a morbid 
curiosity. 


Fifty-Seven Bodies Recoveied. 


At 7:13 Tuesday night the unrecogniz 


able form of a woman was found. Short 
ly afterward another corpse was taken 
out equally mangled. 
Another body was 


found in the basement and when liftec 
the head fell off. It was a girl perhaps 
15 years of age. There was no means of 
identification. At 8:50 another body was 
taken out, that of a male adult. No oni 
could identify it, and so the ghastly fin< 
went on until the coroner's book recorded 
fifty-seven bodies recovered.

At Whitehall there was a big crowd, com- 
posed partly of the Washington County 
Veterans'

played, the people cheered, and the first 
speech Ot" the day was made and received 
with great enthusiasm. It was an earnest 
and 
patriotic speech, and 
especially 


oucued the hearts of the Veterans pres- 
nt. 
The Keception »t Fair Haven. 


The next stop was at Fair Haven. The 
,ram arrived nearly twenty minutes late 
,nd there \^as some delay at the station 
iccause of a misunderstanding about the 
rogramme. Finally the president left 
he car aud escorted by the local comrnit- 
ee passed through the stntion. A plat 
orrn decorated with bunting had bei.n 
reeled on the other sulelof the station.

Hazleton introduced the president who 
spoke briefly and was cheered vociferous- 
ly. In* the course of his speech he paid 
tho following compliment to Ex-Senator 
Edmunds: "I am glad to see here, nt his 
home, the respect and honor in which 
George F. Edmunds is deservedly held by 
the 
people of 
Vermont. 
[Applause.] 


Having for Six years witnessed the value 
of his services as a legislator in the senate 
of the United States, I share with you the 
regret that this country is no longer en- 
joying those services, though itis a source 
of gratification to you, as it is to me, to 
know that m his love and loyalty to the 
state he has so highly honored, in his lova 
and loyalty to the union of states, there 
will be no call for his wise council and 
help that will not find ready response 
from the walks of private life which he 
has chosen to resume."

ALUM AXD AifMONIA IN OCR BKKAB. 
A nuisauee that troubled England 5 


years ago is now rapidly spreading in this 
country, that is putting alum in the breac 
we eat.This question is causing a great deal 
of discussion at the present moment, as it 
is revealed that alum is being used as a sub- 
stitute for cream of tartar in baking pow- 
ders. A story is told that a very large per 
centage of the baking powders sold on the 
marltet contain either alum or ammonia, 
and many of them contain both these per- 
nicious drugs. Much timely a'ara is felt at 
the wholesale use of alum in bread, bis 
cuit and pastry. To young children, grow- 
ng girls, persons of weakly frame alum 
jread eaten morning, noon and evening, is 
the most harmful. It is the small quanti- 
ties taken at every meal that do the mis- 
chief. Alum is cheap, costing but two or 
three cents a pound, while cream of tartar 
costs 30c, and tbe high price of cream of tar 
tar has led cheap baking powder to be made 
of alum.- If the "reader wants to know 
something of the corrosive qualities of 
Uuoi, let him touch a piece to his tongue 
then reflect how it acts on the tender deli- 
'ate coats of the stomach.
